The  501st  Medical  Dotoch” trie  wt.a 
attached  on  21  Septct.ber  1966  (Go  38,  HQ  55th  Medical  Group,  dated  2:  Septoa- 
ber  1966)  and  further  attached  to  the  18th  Surgical  Hospital  on  24  October 
1966  (GO.  40,  HQ  55th  Kodical  Group,  dated  20  October  1966).  The  438th 
Medical  Detachment  (R3),  a  bus  ambulance  detachment,  was  attached  to  this 
Battalion  on  1 7  September  1966  (GO  38,  HQ  55th  Medical  Group,  dated  21  Sep¬ 
tember  1966)  and  wao  attached  to  tho  495th  Medical  Detachment  (AC)  for  command 
and  administration  and  with  the  51st  Medical  Compary  (i.KB)  for  operational 
control  on  15  Scptcmbor  1966  (GO  43,  HQ  70th  Medical  Battalion,  dated  15 
Septembor  1966).  Tno  495th  Meaic r,l  Detachsont  (AC),  a  'htr.d^V'rtcrs 

dotachmont,  was  attached  to  this  Battalion  on  29  August  1966  (GO  3.8,  KQ  55th 
Medical  Group,  datod  21  September  1966)  and  assumed  administrative  control 
of  all  Battalion  detachments  (GO  48,  HQ  7QMh  Kodical  battalion,  dated  4  No¬ 
vember  1966).

142nd  and  152nd  Kodical  Detachments  (MA; (Dispensary)  are  operating  in  support 
of  units  in  Rhu  Tai  and  US/JSC,  Qui  ilhon,  respectively. 

Tho  missions  assigned  to  tho  .Battalion  and  its  attached  units  curing 
tho  report  period  continue  as  before  and  indudo  providing  area  nodical 
support,  augmentation  of  other  oadical  units  and  direct  support  of  tactical 
operations.  Tho  Battalion  Headquarters* Hesctod  in  Rhu  Thanh*  Vietnam,  e*vcn 
(?)  ailos  wost  of  Qui  ilhon# provides  command*  control  and  ewainistratiea  of 
attached  units* 

Tho  51st  Nodical  Company  (AHB)  at  Phu  Thanh  cor.tir.ua a  to  previd:  ambu- 
lanco  support  throughout  tha  northern  half  of  tho  II  Corps  area  on d  w.o  1 
Corps  sroa  on  spooial  Fissions.  Ons  ambulance  has  been  lur&ithaa  for  car.- 
y  tiauous  24  hour  support  for  beach  discharge  operations  at  the  Qui  i.?.cr.  141 
Beach.  This  unit  has  also  bssn  called  numerous  times  to  support  troop  do- 
fc flotation  at  both  the  "IbT"  and  “Red1*  Bsachas  in  Qui  Uhoa  and  sabarkauion 
of  personnel  at  the  Qui  *.*hon  ..irfioid,  including  tho  arrival  of  tho  Ath^ 
Infantry  Division  from  Ft.  Levis*  Washington.  Ths  51  -t  LUd-zl  Go (4MB) 
v  ..pparts  the  2nd  burgical  Hospital  at  An  Khe  with  flvs  ambulances,  the  16th 
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Surgical  Hospital  at  Plcilcu  with  five  ambulances  and  for  tl  -  Spth  Evacuation 
Hospital  and  67th  Evacuation  Hospital  at  Qui  Mhon,;  with  ambulances  as  required. 
Three  atibulances  are  stationed  at  the  Qui  lihe  *.  Air  Field  21,  hours  daily  to 
moot  any  incoming  air  evacuation  flights  and  provide  aircraft  crash  standby. 

One  ambulance  each  is  provided  for  emergency  coverage  to  the  85th  and.  won  -yac- 
uatioa  Jiocpitals  at  Qui  h..on>  and  the  542nd  Medical  Company  (Cl?.)  at  Phu  Thanh. 
Convoy  support  is  provided  from  Qui  i'ihon  to  Fleiku  and  bach  with  at  least 
one  ambulance  daily-  and  often  ds  many  as  three  or  four  for  additional  con¬ 
voys.  On  29  October  1 v66,  one  ambulance  was  sent  to  support  Col  B,  20th 
Engineer  Battalion  located  20  miles  southeast  of  Ploilw.,  for  an  indefinite 
period.  The  51  st  Medical  Company  (AI-3)  transported  a  total  of  8,367  patients, 
during  this  quarter  including  ambulance  evacuations  at  Qui  libon,  iui  Khe, 

Pleiku  and  tactical  operations  support. 

The  542nd  Medical  Company  (CLR)  with  its  1st  Platoon  and  headquarters 
at  Phu  Thai..,  has  continued  to  operate  80  beds  for  convalescent  and  malaria 
patients  transferred  from  the  85th  Evacuation  Hospital.  Whan  the  67th  Evac¬ 
uation  Hospital  became  operational  in  Qui  Mhon  on  6  October  1966,  the  542r.d 
Medical  Company  (C12)  assumed  the  responsibility  for  providing  fev  over  flow 
convalescent  and  malaria  ■  patients  fro.„  that  unit.  The  2nd  Plate;.',  of  tus 
542nd  Medical  Company  (CLP.)  has  been  in  direct  support  of  the  16th  Surgical 
Hospital  at  Plcihu  and  is  presently  operating  an  80  bed  holding  facility. 

This  platoon  is  now  operating  in  a  new  triple  quonsot  which  was  recently 
•  completed.  The  3rd  Platoon  serves  a  Bimiliar  role  for  the  2nd  Surgical 
Hospital  at  An  Kho,  During  the  period,  5,792  US  Military  personnel  and 
387  Vietnamese  civilians  were  treated  at  the  1st  Platoon  Qispsn3ary  in  Phu 
Thanh.  The  542r.d  Medical  Company  (CLR)  has  also  estat  Lishod  a  provisional 
dispensary  at  the  6 18th  Maintenance  Company  (HE)  on  28  October  1966.  tilth 
the  development  of  a  large  industrial  and  hoavy  equipment  maintenance  arts 
on  Route  19  (13  mileo  wost  of  Qui  Whoa)  a  need  for  eloso  medical  support  woe 
observed!  and  the  support  provided.  This  provisional  l  it  will  soph  bo  r«- 
placed  by  an  incoming  dispensary. 

The  142nd  Medical  Detachment  (Hk)  located  at  Thu  Tni  (Valley  “C!,)»  evier 
Captain  John  W  Keating,  K2,  05712700,  boa  undortahan  additional  prcjuctu 
arid  programs  while  also  performing  its  primary  edcsion  of  modi  :al  coverage 
to  UR  military  units  in  that  area*  Ha  has  initiated  &  venereal  diaeaao  lec¬ 
ture  program  among  area  unite  and  scheduled  talks  with  all  supported  unit-. 
Fourteen  (14)  lectures  have  already  been  given.  The  lectures  are  f or  tha 
purpose  it  acquainting  OS  military  personnel  of  tho  iharacteriaties 
inherent  dangers  of  venereal  diseases.  The  unit  aloe  works  to  improve  t..a 
health  and  to  -ultiv&to  the  friendship  of  the  local  Vietnamese  v,.-h  an  active 
Civil  Affairs  Program,  tick  call  ia  hsld  at  tha  Song  Tion  Catholic  School 
and  at  the  dispensary  for  the  Vietnamese  chiloron  in  attondaneo  there,  in 
iananiaation  program  was  oonductod  at  the  Catholic  aehool.  Two  hundred  and 
eighty  (280)  children  were  innoeulated  against  smallpox  and  plague  in  early 
August,  (h  23  Sapteabor,  fiva  hundred  and  forty  (549)  Tetanus-Diptharia 
inoculations  were  administered  to  children  and  to  a  number  of  parents  who 
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accompanied  them.  Luring  the  report  period  7,437  US  military  personnel  and 
496  Vietnamese  and  Koreans  serving  in  Vietnam  ■wore  treated  by  the  142nd _ 

Medical  Detachment  (ha).  This  unit  has  also  undertaken  a  Christmas  project 
_,o  support  are®  schools  and  orphanages  and  needy  children  with,  items  of 
clothing,  shoes,  school  supplies,  bedding,  etc,.  The  program  is^teihg^  \ 
sponsored  by  the  Active  20-30  Club  in  Sacremento,  Caliiornia,  aria,  has  .^aen 
enlarged  to  a  city  wide  project  with  radio,  T.V.,  and  newspaper  coverage. 

On  22  and  23  August  1966,  portions  of  the  village  of  Fhu  Thanh  were  stricken 
by  fire.  This  unit  aided  in  assistance  by. sending  a  team  of  men  who. helped 
in  combating  the  fire  and  evacuating  endangered  civilians*  Burned  civilians, 
received  treatment  at  the  dispensary.  A  Tine  Testing  program  for  tuberculosis 
among  Vietnamese  workers  with  supported  units  was  introt'  :•  d.  During  the 
report  period  two  hundred  and  eighty  (280)  personnel  (house  girls,  labor a. s, 
kitchen  help,  etc.)  wore  tested.  Of  these  five  (5)  were  diagnosed  as  activ* 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  were  admitted  to  the  Qui  Nhon  Province  Hospital 
for  treatment. 

The  152nd  Nodical  Detachment  (Ma),  Captain  George  D.  Henning,  C5- 
216498,  Commanding,  which  serves  the  Qui  Nhon  Support  Command  and  is  located 
in  the  Qui  hhon  Support  Command  compound  is  also  conducting  an  active  .Civil 
Affairs  Program  in  addition  to  serving  its  military  pcpulatiwi.  Th;  dc'  ac..- 
ment  treated  7,202  US  perso.uael,  409  Vietnamese  and  372  Koreans  as  the  dis¬ 
pensary.  In  addition,  sick  call  was  held  on  a  oftco  .a  week  basis  at  two  (2) 

Qui  Nhon  orphanages.  Eight  hundred  and  forty-five  (84>)  orphans  were  seen 
and  treated. 

The  438th  Medical  Detachment  (RS)(2us  Ambulance)  arrived  Sr.  "  -i  Htoa 
on  16  September  1966.  Their  three  44  passenger  ambulsneo  buses  were  received 
on  24  September  1966  and  after  two  weeks  maintenance  two  of  them  became  oper¬ 
ational  on  6  October  1966.  Since  then  they  have  transported  894  patients 
from  both  the  85th  and  the  67th  Evacuation  Hospitals  to  the  Qui  Lana  ••-r  Field 
for  evacuation  and  from1  the  -irfield  to  those  units. 

During  this  report  poried  one  of  the  battalion  unite  had  its  first  An¬ 
nual  General  Inspection  wl.Ho  in  Vietnam*  On  31  October  1966  an  AG..  Team 
from  1st  Logistical  Command  conducted  an  inspection  of  the  51st  Medical  Com¬ 
pany  (AMB).  The  team  awarded  a  rating  of  satisfactory*  Courtesy  inspection* 
had  been  given  the  51 *t  prior  to  the  SI  by  both  the  staff  of  ths  70tn  Medical 
Battalion  and  the  55th  Medical  Group* 

During  the  reporting  period  numerous  tactical  operations  were  conducted 
In  the  Corps  Tactical  Zona  II,  North}  several  of  which  were  supported  by  ele¬ 
ments  of  the  ?0th  Medical  Battalion.  Operation  Thayer,  conduct.*!  by  the  1st 
Cavalry  Division,  was  opened  on  13  Dopt ember  i  966  nptrnxiEaUly.-  25  silM 
north  of  Qui  Nhon  near  Phu  Cat  on  Route  19.  Tho  5 let  todical  Comprxy  (A.. 8) 
was  called  upon  to  supplement  helicopter  ambulance  evacuation  support  frer. 
ths  forward  support  area  (PSA)  to  Qui  liken*  This  1*  considered  s  most  sig¬ 
nificant  undertaking  for  it  r.  we  cents  the  f  iret  plcrr.od  overland  evacuation 
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of  battle  casualties  in  the  Vietnamese  action.  Ey  31  October  1966,  369 
patients  had  been  evacuated  utilizing  70  ambulances.  Due  to  poor  radio 
communications  from,  the  FSA  to  the  55th  Medical  Group  in  Qui  Mhon  the  70th 
..edical  Battalion  'was  called  upon  to  set  up  a  radio  communications  relay 
for  medical  helicopter  evacuation  ("DuSt-Off").  Normally  the  calls  vjere 
relayed  through  the  S3  Communications  Center  in  the  Phu  Thanh"  oempoand  but 
on  two  occasions  stations  had  to  be  set  up  on  a  hill  (the  Tour  d1 Argent) 
at  the  junction  or  Route  1  and  Route  19  six  (6)  miles  north  of  Phu  Thanh. 

During  the  reporting  period  133  "Dust-Off!  requests  were  relayed  providing 
helicopter  evacuation  for  396  patients.  On  13  October  1966  one  ambulance 
with  driver  and  aidmun  from  the  51st  departed  Qui  Nhon  aboard  an  1ST  to 
go  to  Da  Nang  to  support  Operation  "North  Cardinal*  Earlier  on  10  October 
1966,  four  air  attendants  from  the  542nd  were  also  sent  to  Da  Nang  at  the 
close  of  Operation  "Hawthorne  l*  One  aidaan  was  also  supplied  by  the  542r.d 
Medical  Company  for  "Task  Force  Baron1’.  He  went  by  "Dust-Off"  to  Dak  To 
on  2  August  1966  and  returned  on  5  September  1966*  The  personnel  that  had 
been  supporting  Operation  "Hawthorne"  were  returned  to  the  Battalion. 

There  were  numerous  key  personnel  changes  during  the  three  month  period. 
First  Lieutenant  Allen  F.  Crooks,  MSC,  05418318,  joined  the  Battalion  Staff  as 
SU  Officer  on  19  October  1966  succeeding  Captain  Jerry  3.  Coleman*  ISC,  093300* 
Captain  Thomas  E  Bradtock* ;  1£C,  089185,  joined  the  Staff  as  Adjutant  and  - 
Headquarters  Detacl  ..ant  Commander  on  23  September  1966  and  succeeded  First 
Lieutenant  George  M.  V iaicavl jovieh,  NSC*  05532804*  The  542nd  Nodical  Company 
(CLR)  has  had  throe  commanding  officers  during  the  report  period.  The  unit 
lost  Captain  Byron  X.  Linos,  NSC,  05310907*  on  6  August  1966.  Ke  was  re¬ 
placed  by  First  Lieutenant  Rcbort  L.  Williams,  ISC,  05324296  who  was  in  turn 
replaced  by  Captain  Roy  E.  Spancer*  MC*  05412341*  on  15  August  1966.  SSG 
Herbert  ?.  Wright,  RA  1 32691 U,  was  the  senior  individual  in  the  l42r.d  Med¬ 
ical  Detachment  (Ill  >  from  20  July  1966  to  15  August  1966  until  the  arrival 
of  Captain  Murray  b.  Corbin,  DC,  05540972.  Captain  Corbin  was  succeeded  by 
Captain  John  M.  Keating*  1C*  05712700*  on  23  August  1966. 

The  improvement  of  living  conditions  for  battalion  personnel  continues. 
Work  is  well  underway  on  the  -bird  two-story  Wwoder.  tropical  building.  Com¬ 
pletion  of  the  furot  two  buildings  has  allowed  personnel  of  the  51st  Medical 
Company  (AH3)  and  the  1st  Platoon*  542nd  Medical  Compaq  (CLR)  to  move  out 
of  toots.  Construction  of  an  officers1  club  commenced  during  the  first  wsek 
of  October  end  it  is  anticipated  that  the  completion  will  take  between  throe 
and  four  months,  l'ho  152nd  Medical  Detachment  (KA)  has  completed  the  frame¬ 
work  for  their  dispensary  tent  and  has  completed  plans  for  construction  of 
a  prefabricated  permanent  dispensary  with  materials  and  manpower  to  be  furn¬ 
ished  by  units  who  dispensary  supports* 

Seven  Battalion  men  wore  singled  out  for  awards  for  outstanding  ani 
meritorious  service  during  their  year  in  Vietnam.  Captain  Jerry  d.  Coleman* 
NSC,  092300,  £4  Officer  for  the  70th  Hedies  \  Battalion  was  awarded  the  Brcnu-

Those  men  have  been 
subjected  to  the  same  conditions  and  dangers  for  the  came  periods  at  tactical 
ur.it  persona;!  assigned  to  the  divisional  .medical 'elements  ’out  they  arc*  not 
eg tally  eligible  for  the  Combat  Medical  Badge.  Tho  criteria  for  eligibility  is 
that  an  individual  must  be  assigned  or  attached  to  the  unit  that  is  supporting 
the  combat  opera. ion.  Personnel  of  this  Battalion  havo  been  subjected  to  hos¬ 
tile  activities  to  _r elude  mines  and  mortcr  attacks,  yet  none  have  received 
the  CMb.  heedless  to  say  this  an  important  morale  factor  and  is  considered 
an  inequity  to  the  personnel  involved. 

Observation:::  The  CM3  should  bo  awarded  to  medical  services  personnel,  who 
would  otherwise  meet  tne  criteria,  actively  engaged  in  support  of  a  combat 
operation, 

Bus  ambulance 3 

Item:  Threo  non-standard  ous  ambulances  were  shipped  from  COMBS  TO  this 
battalion  in  a  state  of  disrepair  with  no  source  for  repair  parts  in  the 
theater. 

Pi.- -v.ssion:  The  43oth  Medical  Detachment  (HD)  arrived  in  £711  on  1 6  September 
1 56o .  Their  equipment,  received  on  24  September  1966,  included  three,  44 
passenger  bub  n...oulr.nac3  (1563  Superior  Coach)..  411  buses  had  30  to  50 
thousand  Eilos.  One  vebh.cic-3  floor  boards  were  rotting  away,  another 
vehicle's  windshields  and  lights  were  broken j  the  driver's  coat  was  mis. ;lr.gA 
and  tho  horn  vs  a  in;. /  -rabio.  Mo  driver's  manuals,  maintenance  publications, 

07M  tools  or  spare  parts  wore  received  with  the  buses.  The  unit  had  not  seen, 
the  buses  prior  to  their  departure  from  CGMU3  thus  affording  them  no  opportunity 
to  correct  deficiencies  or  stock  spare  parts.  After  v.:o  weeks  of  extensive 
maintenance  and  .aviating  ala  the  Battalion  motor  pool,  two  of  the  buses  became 
oporauional  on  6  October  )  yoo.

This  headquarters  concurs  in  the  observations  contained  in  the  basic 
report  submitted  by  the  Commanding  Officer,  70th  Medical  Battalion.  Based 
on  the  Observations  (.Lessons  Learned)  contained  in  Section  II,  Part  1,  of 
this  report,  the  fo.liovd.ng  recommendations  are  submitted: 

a.  It  is  recommended  that  nondivisional  medical  troops  placed  in 
direct  sup  ort  of  combat  operations  who  are  subjected  to  the  same  hostile 
fire  as  division  medical  personnel  be  authorized  favorable  consideration 

for  the  award  of  the  Combat  Medical  Badge  currently  being  authorized  division
